His date, Doris Ann Weaver, 19, 
of Twin Falls, Idaho, ran to safety 
on the campus nearby. 
t The killer battered 
the 
youth 


mercillessly and threw his body 
into Boulder creek. The body was 
found 75 yards downstream yester- 
day. 


Dean of Men Harry Carlson said 


the school would assemble for baf- 
fled authorities a list 
of Spore's 


classmates and Miss Weaver's boy 
friends. 


Dr. Angelo Lapi, Denver medi- 


cal examiner, said after an autop- 
sy that there were similarities be- 
tween the deaths 
of Spore 
and 


Theresa 
Foster, university coed 
killed Nov. 9. 


Joe Walker was convicted May 


9 of Miss Foster's death 
despite 


his story that 
a 
"burly 
blond" 


youth killed her. 
His 
attorneys 


have filed for a new trial. He has 
not been sentenced. 


Lapi, who also examined 
Miss 
Foster's body, said that in 
both 


cases the attack was vicious 
and 


the blows were centered on the 
victim's head. 


Miss Weaver 
gave 
authorities 


only a scant description of the at- 
tacker. She said he was tall 
and 
slim. 


Dr. Lapi said Spore apparently 


died of drowning, but 
that 
the 


blows to his head—29 deep 
cuts 


and at least four fractures—would 
have caused his death later. 


He said he found no evidence of 
a sexual attack on the body. 


Using a blunt instrument, 
Dr. 


Lapi said, the 
killer 
apparently 


continued to batter the unconscious 
him to the creek bank.

New Yorkn June 10 — In 'human 
events," the weekly pamphlet pro- 
duced in Washington by Felix Mor- 
ley and Frank Hanighen, Jossee de 
Chambrun, the daughter of the late 
Prcrre Laval, answers some dis-

Churchill in "the gatherig storm." 
Like the 
m e m o r i e s of Lloyd 


George, who held the same job in 
the first war, the Churchill papers 
will continue as long as he lives but 
with less profit to their 
author 


than the 
tight little Welshman 


squeezed out of his old diaries and 
chits, The dirty Socialists are con- 
fiscating receipts at the pay-win- 
dow and when the lisping John Bull 
has been poured back into the bot- 
tle, there won't be enough estate 
to keep Randolph out of quod for 
speeding. Winthton should have fol- 
lowed the Duke and Dutcheth of 
Windthor to New York where Brit- 
ons of their station can live on the 
cuff and tip the bell-hops with au- 
tographs. 


Again like 
tne Lloyd 
George 


books, Churchill's memories 
are 
calculate to give their author none 
the worst of it where 
impartial 
judgment might. He seems to go 
even further than he need in shad- 
ing his opinions of American gran- 
dees and I have to suspect him of 
further designs on the youth and 
riches of the 
United States for 
Britain's sake. He is just too dam 
nice to us. It ain't British. But that 
would be just like him, for he was 
one of the greatest patroits of the 
war, second not even to Hitler, and 
incomparably 
more loyal 
than 
many of ours. 


If he can help to deliver us again, 
to Britain's side, at whatever cost 
in flattery and self-respect, 
that 


will be a hat-trick of stupendous 
grandeur. 


It is a sad fact for history and 
the intelligence of man that 
the 


survivor in such a controversy as 
the late great war gets all the say. 
Those who go down with the lost 
cause are discredited with it. In 
after years there is a little spading 
and piecing together of fragments, 
but the merits of the beaten peo- 
IPle and their case are regarded as 
quaint relics for museums. Reason- 
able men, now grown older and 
wiser, are coming to agree with 
the hated "pro-Germans" of 1914- 
1918 that the United States had as 
much reason to fight the allies as 
the Germans, and should have lis- 
tened to Hearst and Henry Ford. 
Josee de Chambrun's letter to 
Churchill, picks up a remark of his 
that "Laval's later shameful rec- 
ord and fate must not obscure the 
fact of his personal force and ca- 
pacity. He had a clear and intense 
view." 


There is small recognition in 
that, so Laval's daughter tears into 
Churchill with great force, assisted, 
I suspect, by her husband, Rene, 
some sort of descendant of LaFay- 
ette, who sat out the phoney war 
in the Maginot line but got into the 
•wildest part of the rout of the Brit- 
ish and French armies. Rene is a 
lawyer with some stringy connec- 
tions with our own royal family. I 
remember his saying that he only 
wanted to see France free again 
and I gathered that he was quite 
willing to bargain. Too. He had the 
honesty not to prattle about four 
freedoms everywhere nor to pre- 
tend that the U. S. A. was every 
true Frenchman's 
"other 
coun- 
try." Although he enjoys honorary 
citizenship here he is a Frenchman 
absolutely.

Would it be better for their coun- 
trymen, their homeland, to "col- 
laborate" with a conqueror 
and 


thus save lives and preserve 
the 


physical assets 
of 
the 
United 


States — or throw themselves and 
the nation on the Germay bayo- 
nets? The British got all the good 
publicity in the United States, they 
and the fugitive Frenchmen who 
were brave enough to fight, 
no 


doubt, but, Riven their way, would 
have brought more misery on the 
people trapped at home. 


The fact was that France had 
absolutely no belly for the second 
world war and went dragging her 
heels to the front because the peo- 
ple deeply felt that they had been 
bungled into it by politicians who 
made stupid commitments. Com- 
munist regiments were quitting to 
the Germans without shooting even 
to make a noise because Stalin was 
Hitler's ally and they were loyal 
:o the enemy and knifing French- 
men in the back. Yet, when it was 
over. Laval was shot while Thorez 
and a whole evil pack of traitors 
came hurrying back to claim honor 
for the victory and a power in the 
new government and nation. And 
the United States elaborately dealt 
with Communists while we loathed 
;he "vichyites."
